These men came to power by: (1) exploit- 
ing, by promising prosperity, the desires of the 
hungry un — when their respective coun- 
tries were in depression;, (2) proclaim- 
ing their hatred of Bolshevism and Socialism, 
and* making prison scapegoats of those convicted 
or suspected of holding socialist views; (3) pro- 
claiming themselves super- 7 (Italy-Firsters 
and German-Firsters), and glorifying an aggressive 
Liat, policy,- and (4) taking power from a 

dled government with no program by de- 
luding the masses into thinking tha t any program 
was better than none.
